ACTIVE PROBING FOR REAL-TIME DIAGNOSIS 


Abstract of the Disclosure 

Improved problem diagnosis techniques for use in accordance with computing 
systems, e.g., distributed computing systems, are disclosed. In one aspect of the 
invention, a technique for diagnosing a problem associated with a computing system 
comprises the following steps/operations. One or more probes are executed in 
accordance with at least a portion of a previously selected probe schedule. When a result 
of one or more of the probes of the previously selected probe schedule indicates, at least, 
a potential problem associated with the computing system, one or more probes which 
optimize at least one criterion are selected in real-time. The one or more selected probes 
are executed so as to diagnose the potential problem. 
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
